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All for service and 


service for all. 


That’s been the motto for the Upland 
Assistance League (formerly Junior 
Welfare League) for the past 50 years. 
Living up to a motto like that for such a 
long period of time can be quite a task but 
for the West Valley ladies who have been 
involved in the organization, it’s just been 
an intrinsic part of their lives. 


A “Golden Gala” is being planned next 
Thursday, April 28, at the Red Hill Country 
Club to honor the now-defunct Junior 
Welfare League founded in 1933 and the 
present Assistance League founded in 
1953. 


Old-timers in the area remember the 
Junior Welfare League. It came about 
right after the depression when a group of 


young Upland women, most with small 
children in tow, decided to form an 
organization to assist those in need by 
providing community service in a variety 
of necessary projects. 

Back in 1933, Mrs. Earl Wheeler Paul 
(mother of current active member Mrs. 
Frances Randau), Mrs. Wallace Cadet 
Taylor and Mrs. George Eckerman 
founded the group with a small coiterie of 
15 other committed ladies. Elected the 
first president was Mrs. Webster Thomas. 

Activities for the League included 
Christmas baskets for the needy and 
manning the league thrift shop on North 
First Avenue at Ninth Street. 
Philanthropies were funded through an 
annual Christmas dance and donations

from interested business firms and 
individuals. 

“Members also generously donated 
time to work in the shop as clerks and 
stockpersons,” said Maggie Stewart, who 
has just accomplished the gargantuan 
task of compiling a history of the group in 
both its forms. ‘The thrift shop was a 
place where those in need could get what 
they needed, either free if they lacked the 
ability to pay or for a few pennies per item 
if they could.” 

As their organization began to grow 
they added a new project that continues 
to this day, the Dental Center. 

The center was organized in 1935 with 
one dentist, Dr. W.R. Farmer, donating his

time to provide service to children in the 
area. Within a short time, Dr. C.E. Gregg 
was also there. In addition to care, 
members also provided transportation 
from school to the center, often 
bolstering up the courage of those who 
had never been to a dentist before. 

By the early 30s, it became clear a 
more formal organization was going to be 
needed. Members recognized with 
growth, by-laws and aconstitution would 
be necessary. At that time they limited 
their active members to 30 who had to be 
residents of Upland and those members 
would be automatically be retired at 40. 
They also formed standing committees 
(membership, ways and means, publicity 
and relief) and made provision for special 
committees to be formed by the chaiman 
when necessary. 

The fledgling organization took a firm 
stand on latecomers to meetings (10 cent 
fines) while those who had an unexcused 
absence were fined 25 cents. “‘No matter 
what, three consecutive absences and 
they were automatically terminated,”’ 
Stewart said. 

Although inflation must have been as 
much of a problem then as now, it’s hard 
to believe when the league included a 160 
boxes of candy in their Christmas boxes 


in 1940, it only cost them $1.96 for the 
boxes and $7.02 for all the candy. 
“Records that year also finalized plans for 
the Christmas dance — it would cost 
each member 50 cents to cover hors 
d‘oeuvres. It was also decided, 
unanimously, to limit cocktails to four per 
person. 


During the war years, the group turned 
their efforts toward wartime projects — 
volunteering at the local USO, helping at 
the US Naval Hospital at Norco, 
registering civilians for defense and 
housing, working on the Sugar Rationing 
Board, giving scheduled time at the 
Observation Post (looking for enemy 
aircraft), making bandages for the Red 
Cross. They also filled in wherever and 
whenever they were needed. 


During that time members also 
volunteered at San Antonio Community 
Hospital doing yet more bandage rolling, 
mending night-gowns, canning fruit for 
the patients and supporting the 
establishment of the Mary Louise Griffith 
Rhuematic Heart Clinic. 


Always resourceful, members came up 
with new ideas for fund raisers. ‘‘Bundle 
Teas” were held to collect clothing for the

Thrift Shop. Those attending the events 
held at the old Red Hill Country Club, 
brought bundles of old clothing as the 
price of admission. At about this time the 
League was admitted to the membership 
of the Upland Community Chest. 

“Most of this history is from the 
memories of former members since the 
records were destroyed in fire in the home 
of amember who was storing them,” 
Stewart said. 

After the war years, the group 
reassessed their priorities and found the 
majority of their efforts were going to the 
thriving Dental Center, the hospital and 
sending funds to summer camp programs 
for both boys and girls. 

About that time, they tried a new fund- 
raising plan, Stewart said, “‘They 
purchased a Ford, for $1,292.53 and sold 
enough tickets to clear $2,165.47 after 
paying off the car. They found this a truly 
sophisticated way to raise big money for 
the organization philanthrophies. All the 
money from that fund raiser went to the 
hospital Radium Fund.” 

Early in the 1950, the group was 
contacted and invited to become affiliated 
with the National Assistance League. This 
move could only come about if the 
League fulfilled certain criteria and came 
through a two-year probationary period. 

The League needed another 
successful and on-going project (like the 
Dental Center) which had to operate for 
two consecutive years; each member had 
to work a minimum of 60 hours per year; 
constitution and by-laws had to pass 
National League council standards; club 
had to show healthy financial status and 
remain 100 percent philanthropic; at least 
a 50 percent profit had to be shown on 
any money-making project; and. members 
had to bear in mind the League motto...all 
for service and service for all. 

League members didn’t have to look 
far to find that second project because 
just about that time, Mrs. Edward Pollack, 
president of the Junior League, was made 
aware by then Sheriff Eugene Miller of a 
need for a Youth Center in the North 
Town area of Cucamonga.

After much discussion and 
encouragement by officials, citizens 
residing in the area and leaders of other 
service clubs, decision was made to 
found the Cucamonga Youth Center. 

The first center was housed in the old 
renovated El Bombardero dance hall but it 
soon proved too smail to house those 
who wished to attend. Under the 
presidency of Mrs. Edgar Summerhays, 
quarters moved to the corner of 24th and 
Turner in a leased building. 

Although league members realized 
how popular the club had become, even 
they were stunned when instead of the 
expected 45 kids, 150 showed up. League 
efforts were supported by numerous other 
service clubs and civic groups, but 
Stewart pointed out, ‘‘No one else, prior 
to that time, had the courage to spend the 
time, effort and money to organize the 
program.”’ 

So with the sucessful operation of the 
Dental Center and the Youth Club, the 
National Assistance League welcomed 
the Upland Assistance League into the 
fold on Nov. 27, 1953. 

Over the years, fund-raising activities 
now revolve around the popular Christmas 
Tree Brunch held in December, a Round 
Robin Bridge Tournament (sponsored by 
Las Tias, a league auxiliary) and the gala 
Spring Fashion’Show. 

The Youth Center became the Girl’s 
Club and was moved to the Manker House 
on Second Avenue in Upland but 
members soon saw there was a need for 
not only a larger center that could be 
utilized for both the League meetings and 
the Club. 

Purchase of property was made on 
Archibald Avenue and plans were drawn 
up by arcitect Jay Dewey Harnish and 
Jack Causey. Ground-breaking took place 
in November, 1963 with Mrs. Robert 
Walline and Mrs. Jerene Appleby Harnish 
turning over the first shovels of earth. 

“Mrs. Harnish’s contribution of $5,000 
paved the financial pathway to begin 
construction,” Stewart said. ‘‘But it took 
massive efforts on the parts of all League 


. members for the_necessary money-to be- 


raised to complete the building. 

Just three short years later, because 
of the continued contributions of Harnish 
and other concerned members, the 
morgage was Officially paid off. Harnish 
was honored for her generousity when it 
was decided to name the Girl’s Club 
section of the new center, the Jerene 
Appleby Harnish Wing. 

Mrs. Wallace Hay, current league 
president, and all the members of the 
league continue a tradition born 50 years 
ago, with the same dedication and 
selflessness of those who first conceived 
it. 

So the years have passed and though 
some things may have changed, one thing 
continues: A league that lives by the 


motto ... All for service and service for all.

LAY-A-WAYS 
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New program by 
DMV to take aim 
at young drivers 


In an effort to cut into the high accident rate of 
novice drivers, the Department of Motor Vehicles 
will begin in the fall a new driver licensing program 
that will make a driver’s license tougher to get and 
harder to keep for young drivers in the 16-18-year- 
old bracket. 

Called the Provisional Licensing Program, the 
effort will bring those drivers who are 16 and 17 
years old under close scrutiny of the DMV as they 
begin their driving careers. The program begins 
October 1, 1983. 

“The new program will be in addition to existing 
programs in the schools and by no means will be a 
substitute for them,” said George E. Meese, DMV 
Director. “We are hoping that by strengthening the 
requirements for obtaining a license, the young 
driver will develop a healthy respect for the safety 
of everyone on the road.” 

Meese said studies have shown that traffic 
accidents account for half the deaths of 16 to 19- 
year-olds in the United States. Young drivers make 
up only 7 percent of the driving population in 
California but account for more than 14 percent of 
the accidents in this state, he pointed out. 

The new program calls for parental teaching, in 
addition to school training, and DMV promises to 
take a close look at the novice driving record during 
the provisional period. 

The new program would leave in place the 
requirement for completing driver educational 
training, given in high schools and driver training 
schools, but adds the requirement that additional 
driving practice be undertaken in company with a 
guardian or other licensed adult age 25 or older. 
That should give the novice driver some 30 to 40 
hours of on-the-road driving practice to certify, on 
penalty of perjury, that such driving practice has 
been completed. And, as now, an applicant may not 
be issued a license before age 16. 

Here are the highlights of the new program: 

@ Anew knowledge test geared to teen-age driver 
problems must be taken. It will have 46 questions. 
instead of 36 in current tests, and no more than 
seven questions can be missed. 

® Failing the knowledge test requires a wait of one 
week before a second test may be taken. Drive test 
failure calls for a two-week wait before another 
test. 


® The program cails for at least 30 days to elapse 
between the time of permit issuance and the time 
of application for a Provisional Driver License.

It’s time to think about registering your pre- 
schooler for kindergarten said Upland School 
District superintendent George Renworth. 


All the elementary schools in the district will be 
accepting registration on Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday, April 26 to 28 for any children eligible to 
enter kindergarten for the 1983-84 school year. 


Parents of any student who will be five on or 
before Dec. 2, 1983, should take care of registration 
during those three days. “‘It is of great assistance 
to the district in planning staffing and class size for 
next year and will assure proper placement,” 
Renworth said. 


State law requires parents to bring: legal 
evidence of birthdate (birth certificate, etc.); 
verification of polio, measles, rubella, mumps and 
DPT immunizations; name and phone number of 
doctor in case of emergency; and the name and 
phone number of at least one person to contact if 
parents cannot be reached. 


Parents should register their children at the 
same school that the kindergarten students in their 
area are currently attending. 

Any questions about registration should be 
directed to one of the elementary schools or to the 
district office, 985-1864.

The way Tom Scaletta was carrying on, it 
would have been easy to think he had been 
drafted and was going to be shipped to 
Cleveland or somewhere. 

“My mind was just clogged up. It has 
been really frustrating. Nothing has been 
this bad for me in 10 years,” said Scaletta. 


Scaletta, though, just plays short stop 
for the Cal Poly Pomona baseball team, is 
still very much a civilian and was preparing 
for another baseball contest. 

So why was Scaletta leading on as 
though the Russians were coming or he was 
in trouble with the IRS? 

In the world of baseball terminology, the 
traumatic experience Scaletta had faced is 
generally termed as a slump or what he , 
described as, ‘just a mechanics problem.

“They tried 100,000 different things with 
me to correct the problem, My mind was 
going around in circles.” 

So Scaletta’s stock value sunk from 
can’t-miss kid to campus mystery. Coaches 
have tried to help him. Other players offer 
advice. Nothing seems to have worked. 
There was one period when the young short 
stop went 0 for 20 at the plate. 

The only real remedies for Scaletta’s 
hitting woes were patience and time, two 
items that Scolinas was known to have 
plenty of.

the lastest challenge, Gunnarson was second in the 
production class in the rugged chase od San Felipe. 

Gunnarsson first took interest to auto racing 
during his childhood days in Sweden when he used 
to watch rallying, an event similar to off-road racing 
but held on better roads. 

Nine years after Gunnarsson came to the United 
States, he watched off-road racing for the first time 
in Mexico, took part in it the next year and has been 
hooked with the sport ever since. 


“| wanted to run one race to see what it was like, 
but you couldn’t stop once it got into it,” said 
Gunnarsson. 

In 1979 Gunnarsson won the Mexicali 250, which 
was the first race he won in just his second year in 
the circuit. 


That year, Gunarsson got a big hand from the 
Bridgestone Tire Company who decided to sponsor 
him, which was a big financial boost for the race 
driver. 


As Gunnarsson said, without sponsors it’s hard 
to survive in off-road racing, especially since there is 
a $5,000 entry fee for each race, and only $2,000 
goes to the winner. 


Off-road or street sweepers? 


engine is a chore Gunnarsson enjoys doing the 
most. 

“Half of off-road racing is building the car and 
maintaining it,” said Gunnarsson. “You practically 
tear the car down between each race to check parts. 
It takes time, but it’s something you have to do to be 
successful.” 

Gunnarsson, no slouch with the wrench, received 
his masters in mechanical engineering at high 
regarded Lund Institute of Technology in Sweden. 


With his superior mechanical knowledge, 
Gunnarsson took the family Saab and turned it into 
the rugged machine that rumbles through the off- 
road courses today. 


“The Saab was the only thing | could afford to 
race,” said Gunnarsson. 

if Gunnarsson wanted to put a full-size Chevy or 
Ford on the courses, it would have cost him $50,000, 
but with the Saab, it only cost him $5,000. 


“I’ve been successful because I’ve been reliable. 
But When the competition doesn’t have trouble, | 
have a hard time beating them,” said Gunnarsson. 

Gunnarsson said that the key to success in off- 
road racing is to keep your car out of trouble and 
finish the race.

ark Wieczorek wants 
to be involved in his 
country’s space program 
when he grows up. 

At the moment, 
however, all the Upland 
High School senior 
seems to have time for is 
his school work: In 
addition to spending four 
hours a day at UHS, he 
studies - and tutors - 
calculus at Cal Poly, 
Pomona. 

The average 17-year-old 
is likely to prefer sharing 
gossip about classmates 
over fooling with math 
equations, but to 
Wieczorek, it all adds up. 
He has put countless 
long hours into his 
studies, both in 
mathematics and 
science, and the effort 
has paid off.

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New stamps commemorate hot air balloons 


Hot air balloons are the colorful subject of a 
block of 25-cent commemorative stamps now 
available at the main post office and all branches 
and stations. 

The stamps feature modern hot air balloons 
plus the Intrepid, a Civil War balloon, and the 
Explorer II, which made its flight in 1935. 

The Intrepid is considered to be the first aircraft 
used for military purposes in the United States. 
President Lincoln was convinced by Thaddeus S. C. 
Lowe, a professor, to fund a military balloon 
observer corps, which Lowe headed. 

Shortly thereafter, the Confederacy countered 
with its own balloons. Thus, the Civil War became 
the first American war in which aircraft were used. 

Lowe’s balloon corps grew to include seven 
balloons and more than 200 soldiers. The balloons 
were filled with hydrogen gas, generated with acid 
and iron in horse-driven carts specially built for that 
purpose.

Miller said his patients had crisper, clearer 
vision with the lens and his data showed better 
visual results with less complications than with the 
old style plastic implants. 

“Patients who have the older plastic lens in one 
eye and the new glass lens in the other all prefer 
the vision in the new glass lens,” he said,

A “level pay plan” under which residential 
customers of Southern California Edison can pay 
their bills in equal installments year-round has been 
authorized by the California Public Utilities 
Commission.

department and the city grew, we found it 
necessary to initiate more programs to keep 
up with our growth, and the increasing 
crime. 

By 1981, the department, realizing a real 
need for a continued program of crime 
prevention, appointed a full-time crime 
prevention officer to administer the 
programs, and to initiate new programs in 
our efforts to reduce crime in our city. 

One of the primary responsibilities of the 
crime prevention officer was to expand the 
Neighborhood Watch Program, which was 
started in 1976.

Neighborhood Watch blocks had been 
formed in our city, with a waiting list for 
more. Because of this program and others, 
Upland recorded a 7% reduction in crime 
rate in 1982 as compared to 1981. 

A new program being initiated through 
our Neighborhood Watch block captains this 
year is R.E.D.I. (Residential Emergency 
Distaster and Initiative), which deals with 
earthquake preparedness. 

Another new program initiated by the 
Police Department and its Citizens Crime
